Uf, indeed, 
it was agreed by the Ways and Means Committee, 
with their assistant experts on “philanthropic 
rating,” that the employer in qiestion is really 
of a type immune to the appeal of a woman of 
his own. financial Or -social set, then a shrewd 
business man is sent to him.

PARIS, April 27.—The Journal Officiel publishes 
a decree, signed by the President of the Republic, 
regulating the international) motor-car traffic in 
compliance with the convention signed at Paris 
on Oct, 11 last year. between the plenipotentiaries 
of France, Germany, Great Britain, Austria, Italy, 
Spain, Belgium, Switzerland, Russia, Bulgaria, 
Greece, Roumania, Servia,- Holland, Portugal, Mon- 
tenegro and Monaco. The decree does not concern 
the customs duties, but provides for the free tran- 
sit over the frontiers of cars belonging to subjects 
of the various nations, and which have obtained 
the right to carry the international plate of iden- 
tity. 

The certificates given for each car and driver are 
good for one year, and their validity will “apse 
only in case it is proved that the car or driver 
no longer comes up to the conditions required.

The first twenty years of my life were passed 
on the farm. They were the happiest years of 
my life. It may have been that I didn't know 
any better, but, they were happy years. The 
Almighty. never intended man to pass his life 
in-the smoke and noise, confusion and degra- 


dation of city life. 

HE farmers came to town last week and found 

ig out that the city folks are planning to £o0 

back to the farm. It was the first that most 

of. them had heard about it. Post-Dispatch re- 
porters asked them what they thought about. it. 

They made it plain that a hearty welcome \awaits 
the city cousin down on the farm, but they had 
some misgivings about the ability of the city farmer: 
to take hold of a farm and make it go. 

At the same time the promoters of the back-to-the- 
farm movement were having a meeting and planning 
to raise a million dollars to sénd city families back 
to the farm and keep them there until they can Keep 
themselves. 

And also at the same time, Secretary of Agridwl- 
ture Wilson was here, and he said there was nothing 
to this back-to-the-farm. talk; thag the city farmer 
probably would ruin both himself and the farm, 
and that ‘he would be foolish to undertake such an 
enterprise.

bess of Dr. Brann and the aanounce- 
ment that he was on the ocean, that he 
would be heard in his pulpit on next 
Sunday, and that he had sent in advance 
a statement to his parishioners relative 
to Theodore Roosevelt and the Vatican 
incident. 

This statement is a criticians of the 
former President, and when distributed 
rather widely caused more discussion 
than anything that has happened in a 
year in the big East Side parish. In 
oddition to Dr. Brann’s recital, the 
parish monthly carried in full the ex- 
rlanation of Cardinal Merry Del Val, 
anc it is regarded as settled that the 
Catholic Church in New York is getting 
ready in a most serious way to condemn 
the attitude of Roosevelt toward the 
Pope. 

Freedom of Conduct Limited. 

‘After reciting the preliminary note be- 
tween Roosevelt and Pius X, and ex- 
plaining the conditions that caused the 
Vatican t6 object to Methodists in 
Rome, although not to Methodists gen- 
rally, Dr. Brann says: 

“The wonder is that Mr. Roosevelt 1e- 
fused to comply with the condition, fall- 
ing back on what has for years been 
the excuse for all the eccentricitiés and 
oddities and peculiar actions of Amer- 
1cans abroad—‘freedom of conduct.’ 

“It is surprising that Mr. Roosevelt 
should forget that where certain rules, 
customs or conventions exist there is no 
such thing as freedom of conduct. If a+ 
man travels on a surface car or elevated 
train or in the subway, his freedom of 
‘conduct is limited by the rules of the 
companies owning and managing these 
lines. If he enters any large depart- 
ment store his freedom of conduct is 
limited by the rules. of conduct de- 
manded of him in that store. If he 
should be present at a social function 
or, gathering, his freedom of conduct 
is limited by the etiquette that aaretee 
all.the individuals present. 

: Governed By Etiquette. 

“In like manner, if he should be pre- 
sented for an audience before any state 
or national ruler, whether he be gov- 
ernor, president, emperor or king, his 
freedom of conduct must necessarily be 
limited by the etiquette or rules of ac- 
tion or conduct laid down by such ruler. 
In the incident under consideration, the 
etiquette attending the reception of a 
visitor to the Pope requires that if he 
@ representative man and obliged by 
ris position to visit the King of Italy, 
a diplomatic enemy of the Pope, he 
should not go from the King’s palace 
to the Pope’s palace, or from the Pope's 
palace to the King’s, but should, after 
leaving the King’s » Tide to his 
own embassy and leave from there for 
the Pope’s’ palace. Even if the Meth- 
odist incident had not occurred, Mr. 
Roosevelt would have been obliged to 
conform to this rule, and would there- 
fore have been limited in his freedom of 
conduct.

The Holy Fath- 
er was perfectly free to grant an au- 
dience or refuse ene to Mr. Roosevelt, 
for whom he entertains a great es- 
teem, both personally and as President’ 
of the United States; that he went out 
of his way to warn Mr. Roosevelt, in : 
kindly and fatherly words, against be- 
ing led into a position which would be 
justly offensive to his two hundred and 
fifty million Catholic children through- 
out the world, and therefore would 
make an audience impossible, unless 
with a merifice of i ows self-respect.”

Roy E. Crayden, 30 years old, escaped 

from the bondage of My Lady WNico- 
time yesterday morning by shooting 
himself through the temple in his room, 
at 1118 Dolman street, amid a litter of 
cigarette “makings.” 
“I'm afraid cigarette smoking will 
drive,me insane,’’ he had confided to 
his iandlord, John Miller. He confessed 
to tnhaling fifty to one hundred ciga- 
rettes a day, and said that the habit had 
made him so neryous and frascibie that 
he had left his wife and child rather 
than impose his ill-rature upon them. 

He had tried to loose himself from 
the shackles of tobacco; he told Mil- 
ler, but in vain. In his room were 
found eight letters from ‘his wife, urg- 
ing him to give up smoking and re- 
turn home, 

Clatehes Cigarctte Butt. 

A pistol shot was heard in his room 
on the third floor. at 10 o’clock yester- 
day morning by Mrs. Ida Large, a 
boarder, who was alone .in the house. 
She kept a vigil of terror until 2:30 
o'clock in the afternoon, not daring 
to go to Craden’s room and too un- 
neryed to leave the house. 

Finally, Miller returned. and found 
Craden’s door locked. With the aid 
of Policeman Rayhill 
Street District, be broke; the door 
down and found Craden lying dead on 
his bed.- A half-burned cigarette stump 
was clutched in his left hand and his 
fingers were scorched brown from the 
fumes of the little cylinders. 

The police found his wife; Mrs. Artie 
Craden, late last night in a boarding 
house at 1332 Chouteau avenue.

SAN JOSE, Costa Rica, May 7.~The 


list of dead at Cartagnow numbers not 
less than. 1500. The city was destroyed 


by an earthquake which lasted four 
seconds. It was a tremendous move- 
ment which followed a few minor 
shocks during the day. It occurred at 
7 o'clock Wednesday evening. No one 
had time to run out of the houses, 
which fell crashing to the streets. Had 
the great shock come during the sleep- 
ing hours, hardly any could have es- 
caped. 

Every public building was destroyed, 
including the palace of the American 
peace court, the gift of Andrew Carnec- 
gie. Some Americans are reported to 
have been killed, but identification is at 
present impossible. The foreign col- 
onies set about at once to rescue those 
pinned down by the wreckage. 

The survivors suffered greatly from 
lack of food and water. Many of the 
wounded died. Rafael Angel Trovo, 
the Costa Rican poet, whose works are 
known in many countries, is among 
the dead. Two priests and ten chil- 
dren were killed at the Silesian col- 
lege. 

The earthquake which brought al- 
most total darkness and great clouds of 
dust from the falling buildings, was 
followed by a roaring which came ap- 
parently from deep down in the earth, 


and for six hours the disturbance con- 


tinued. No more formidable disaster 
has occurred in the history of Costa 
Rica.

LONDON, May 7.—A 
report that King Edward 
refused to see the Archbishop of 
Canterbury. when he was dying is 
denied by the Archbishop, who says 
that ne request was made by him. This 
report, taken in conjunction with a 
well-authenticated story told at: the 
time of the King’s operation for appen- 
dicitis, that the only minister of the gos- 
‘pel admitted to ‘the sitK chamber was 
the Jesuit Father, Berfiard: Vaughan, a 
brother of the late Archtisnop of West- 
minster, has revived the rumor. that 
King Edward was secretly of Catholic 
faith. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury called 
four times at the palace on Friday, 
while the Bishop of Ripon, Clerk of the 
Closet to the King, called twice, but 
neither entered the sickroom. 

The King died sitting in his chair and 
throughout the day was racked by vio- 
lent spells of coughing, while two faint- 
ing fits caused intense alarm to his at- 
tendants. At times His Majesty was 
fully conscious and actually insisted on 
transacting some public business. 
Among other things about which ’ he 
made inquiries were the arrangements 
for the reception of Prince Sadanarwu 
Fushimi of Japan, who is visiting En- 
giand to represent the Mikado at the 
opening of the Anglo-Japanese Exhibi- 
tion.

His Majesty made many criticisms of 
the arrangements and insisted they be 
altered in certain particulars.

™ EORGE I~—Reigned for 13 years. He was the first monarch of the 

CG house of Hanover. ‘He was 5f years old when he ascended the En- 
glish throne, and he never could learn to speak more than enough 
English to say that he preferred Hanover to his new country. 

GEORGE Ii—Son of George I, reigned for 33 years. He owed more to 
the sense of his wife, Charlotte Carvoline,. than to his own, quarreled 
with Walpole, and found a ready tool in Carteret in his efforts to make 
himself absolute as Henry’ VIII had been. He was the last English King 
England was in the turmoil of war a 
great part of his reign, but:the wisdom of Pitt and the skill of her soldiers 
saved her colonial supremacy, and the heroism of Clive saved her in India. 


EORGE Ili—Son of George II, reigned sixty years. His unpopularity 
Ve Was so great that his statue.in London had to go without a name 
lest the people would smash it. To him, however, was due the birth 
of the United States of America, and the final establishment of Parlia- 
mentary government in England—the two things he tried most to prevent. 
In the end his insanity became unmistakeable, for wherever he went at- 


- fendants had to follow him ‘to rub off the Walls the indecenties he chalked 


there. Four times he was partially cured, and then became permanently 


mad. 
EORGE rv Soh of George III, was regent during. his father’s’ pert,

BRITISH EMBASSY 


IN WASHINGTON IN 
MOURNING FORKING 


Period Likely to Last for 
Several Months and Tie 
Up. Diplomatic Relations. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau ef the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, May 7. — James 
Bryce, the British Ambassador, today 
authorized the Post-Dispatch to make 

the following announcement: 

“It will be impossible for me to make 
any communication or give out any 
statement in regard to the death of His 
Majesty. The embassy staff gratefully 
acknowledges all expres‘ions of con- 
dolence and regret received.’’ 

The British Embassy, having received 
official announcement of the monarch’s 
death, has gone into mourning. Al- 
though the period and the conditions 
which prevail will be officially an- 
nounced by the Foreign Office, for the 
guidance of all British diplomats 
abroad, it is believed here that three 
months of \full mourning and three of 
half mourning will follow. The period 
of mourning also includes the Foreign 
office. While it will not halt routine 
work, all state and oiher important 
affairs will be postponed for consider- 
ation, which ‘means the deferring of 
many important questions in which the 
great powers are interested. 

The Post-Dispatch is abje to state on 
high authority that King George V 
views the United Statos and its policies 
with the same sympathy as did his 
father, and that as a result the close 
and amicable relations between the two 
countries will not be affected. 

The Austrian, German and. Russian 
embassies will each. cbserve a brief 
period of mourning, as will also the 
Spanish Legation. This mourning is 
made imperative by the blood relation- 
Ship that exists between the reigning 
houses. 

The accession of a new monarch to the 
British throne will not affect the per- 
sonnel of the British diplomatic staff. 
Ambassador Bryce will remain at his 
post, unless he decides to resign. The 
death of King Edward, who was a 
close personal friend, has affected the 
aged diplomat, and it is believed he 
will remain in Washington until af- 
fairs have settled. 

Steps were taken today by members 
of the Senate Committee on Foreign 
Relations to appropriately act on the 
death of King Edward, A_ formal 
meeting of the committee has been 
called for Monday, when the matter 
will be consiCcred. 

The indications are that in addition 
to submitting suitablo resolutions for 
transmission to the British authorities, 
the committee will recommend an ad- 
journment cf the Senate as an addition- 
al tribute of respect. 

Precedents were ex>mined this after- 
noon and it was founda that while the 
Senate passed resolutions of sympathy 
on the death of Queen Victoria, an ad- 
journment was not taken. The legis- 
lative, executive and judicial bill was 
under consideration and great pressure 
was being exerted to expedite the many 
measures.

Press Is Courteous. 

Despite courteous expressions of 
sympathy the German press displays 
no sign of warmth in its ‘accounts of 
the King’s death. Jt recalls the fact 
that the King, though England’s dip- 
lomat, was Germany's enemy until he 
discovered that an anti-German coal- 
ition was impracticable; then he 
gracefully. retireqd from an untenable 
position. 

Germania, the organ of the Catholic 
party, says any anti-German agitation 
since the King’s Berlin visit was not 
his fault. The Neueste Nachrichten, 
representing the naval circles, sayS Ed- 
ward was the most powerful monarch 
since William I of Germany, but also 
the most charming. The Tageblatt, 
representing commerce, says what Ed- 
ward did was more done to help his 
own people than to injure others. The 
Deutsche Tageszeitung, the official 
mouthpiece of the landed nobility, says 
Edward's diplomatic maxim was. si- 
lence; he was the ablest diplomat and 
cleverest ruler of Europe; he wrought 
his people lasting good. 

The Vossische, represénting liberal- 
ism, says he was a thoroughly con- 
stitutional monarch, yet the soul of his 
country’s politics, and the popular Mit- 
tagszeitung says Edward did more for 
the safety and prestige of Great Bri- 
tain in nine years than did Queen Vic- 
toria. in sixty.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 7.— The 
“back-to-soifl’- movement launched in 
St. Louls Thursday: bv the organiza: 
tion of the National Farm Association, 
with Gov. Hadley as president, has 
met an inimédiate end eek: re- 
sponse. 

Gov, Hadley came from st. Louls to- 
day, bringing news of the wide. inter- 
est in the’ movement. Hefore leaving 
St. Louis the Governor received hun- 
dreds of letters from persons interest- 
ed and a telegraphic inquiry from the 
Canadian Parliament, indicating that 
the Canadian Government has reen 
impressed with the idea. 

“I ‘was surprised,”’ the Governor 
said at ‘the Hotel Baltimore Soy 
“at the treméndoug interest shown. 
the movement at the outset. It bates 
the great need fcr some such organ- 
ization as we have launched, and the 
big possibilities in its successful cper- 
ation. 

“It is net my idea that this organ- 
zation should collect a jarge amotnt 
of money for carrying out its purpose. 
I believe it can more successfully 
serve its purpose in the. back-to-tne- 
soils movement. 

“A philanthropist, for example, who 
has "$50,000 he desires to invest in the 
encouragement of farming, can turn 
the money over to us and we can 
tarry out his wishes and pay him 4 per 
rent interest on his investment. Or 
@ man who has a large tract of land 
similarly can turn it over to us on 
satisfactory terms. We can plat the 
land and place men and Aheir famil- 
lies on it. The fine results of our plan 
ought to be the difference between 
success and failure to the individual 
farmer. 

“We will furnish the experts and the 
facilities of our central farm, and the 
man who otherwise would fail, being 
isolated from these things, will suc- 
reed. Besides giving those who other- 
wise could not obtain farms .a. chance 
to get one by an easy payment plan, 
we furnish, through our central. farm 
unit, the further incentive of schools, 
churches, libraries and social inter+ 
tourse, the lack of which is driving 
so many from the soil and, discourag- 
ing those who undertake thé. life. Our 
community plan will obviate the feél- 
ing of isolation that is the great draw- 
back now.” 

Gov. Hadley accompanied Gov. Will- 
son. of Kentucky from St. Louis last 
night. Both will attend the dinner of 
the Kansas City Bar Association at 
the Hotel Baltimore tonight. 

“A big man and a Governor of ac- 
complishment,” Gov. Hadley said of 
Gov, Willson. - , 

“He will be heard from nationally in 
politics before a great while.” 

The oGvernor was asked about sena- 
terial ambitions. 

“My position can be expressed brief- 
ly,” he answered. “ I am net a candi- 
date and I am not even favorably dis- 
penes toward oe a candidate.”

PARIS, May 2.—Ferdinand Pinney 
Earle, the man of many affinities, is 
spending much time with No. 4, but he 
is also hard at work in his studio on 
the Rue Campagne Premiere. He has 
the top floor of a large building, an 
ideal spot. for an artist, for from the 
many windows one can look’ out on 
old-fashioned gardens, relics of a less 
material Paris, and stray bits of the 
architecture that made the French capi- 
tal famous are visible at nearly every 
point of the compass. 

The walls of Earle’s stydio are almost 
hidden by sketches, finished and un- 
finished paintings and a thousand and 
one artistic treasures gathered in many 
parts of Europe. One wall is taken up 
by a tremendous sweep of canvas, and 
on an easel fests the unfinished por- 
trait of a girl that bears a startling 
likeness to his latest charmer. 

Earle’s clean-shaven features have 
not the blond Viking aspect his beard 
once gave him. He looks almost boy- 
ish, in fact, and’ one would never guess 
him to be the bréaker of women’s 
hearts he has really been. His one 


‘topic during a long visit was. Art, with 


a capital A. His music, his verses, but 
above all his paintings engrossed his 
conversation. The great canvas 
stretched across the southern wall is 
his favorite subject of discussion. 

It is a strange achievement of the 
painter’s art, this canvas. Seen from 
across the room, one is impressed by 
the color, the lights, the ‘‘temperament” 
of the picture. The center figure is 
standing with arms outstretched. over 
the others, men in boats, crouched ax 
though in prayer. 

The principal figure, one sees at 4 
glance, represents Jesus of Nazareth. 
It is the old familiar picture of the 
“Blessing of the Fishermen.’’ But in 
the lineaments of the central figure one 
notes a curious resemblance. A glance 
at Earle as he is today does not as-

NEW YORK, May 7.—“Oom, 
omnipotent,” alias Peter Coon, alias 
Pierre Barnard, high priest of , the 
Tantrik order of worship, was held 
in $15,000 bonds today for trial in the 
Court of General Sessions, on charges 
of seduction under promise to marry. 

“T find that the charge has been fully 
sustained,”" said Magistrate Breen, to- 
day, at the preliminary hearirg. 

“This girl (Gertrude Leo, of Beattle, 
one of two complainants) has been 
inveigled into a den of iniquity for the 
purpose of perpetrating a shameless 
outrage. She has been murdered, I 
say, in every respect save physical 
murder, and I shall not reduce the 
bail I fixed when I first read the com- 
plaint and before the testimony showed 
the dangerous character of this man 
and his practices.” 

The testimony of Miss Leo today went 
into details, which made the girl's sis- 
ter, Mrs. Edward H. Miller, who Intro- 
duced her to Oom in good faith, believ- 
ing that he.could restore her health, 
weep with rage and shame as she, lis- 
tened.

PLAN TO REVIVE. 
THE ARMY GAME 


Chicago U. Football Coach: 
Will Make Final Plea for 
Forward Pass. 


CHICAGO May 7.—Director Stagg 
of the University of Chicago, will 
make another attempt at the football 
rules meeting in New York on Fri- 
day and Saturday to convince the 
members that the spectacular game 
is the best, 

Stagg declared today he did not 
consider the . unrestricted forward 
pass as finally defeated, and will try 
to show the other members of the 
committee that the old style game to 
which they have reverted will not 
prove as popular as the style he 
fought for at the meetings last week: 

In declaring his intention Stagg 
said he had the backing of the Mid- 
way Athletic Board and the West 
generally. He said he had not an- 
ticipated the sudden change in senti- 
ment which caused the adoption of 
the rule allowing forward passes 
only behind the line scrimmage. 

Since his: defeat Stagg has given 
considerable thought to the defense of 
long forward passes, and when he 
travels East he will be armed with 
some new arguments. 

“It all eame so suddenly we wero not 
prepared,”’~ said the Midway mentor. 
“At the first vote 11 members were in 
favor of the unrestricted pass and only 
3 against it. Then we got to discussing 
it. We were asked what protection 
we could provide for the receiver of 
the pass, and finally had the vote tied 
up. It was put up to the chairman 
of the committee, and he voted against 
the free pass. 

“Prohibition of hard body-checking 
will’ keep down the dangers of injury 
due to the receiving the long forward 
pass. This argument did not seem to 
carry enough weight to keep the for- 
ward pass, and .we shall have to spring 
a few additional ones. I consider that 
the long forward is not lost to the 
game for this year.’ ’

riculture, is 5 pounds, covering a period of 67 
days’ experimentation, whereas, using prickly 
pear a8 4 basis of roughage, the decline during 
the 67 days was slightly less than 2 pounds. 

It will be noticed that the decline in yield is not 
quite so rapid on prickly pear as it is on sorghum 
hay. According to the Government reports, the 
average yield of prickly pear per acre “is 20 to 
25 tons, and that as a dairy feed one acre of pear 


‘will produce the equivalent of 6 acres of sorghum. 


Thus has the formerly worthless prickly peat 
risen above the highly valued sorghum as 34 
wealth producer in Southwest Texas. 
Considering the fact that the prickly pear flour- 
ishes in its native state in Southwest Texas, re 
guiring little or no cultivation and only ordinary 
copservation, it would appear that, in addition to 
its remarkable productiveness in other crops, the 
question of food supply for dairy cattle is 
taken care of, :

The Lasater-Miller Syndicate is operating nine 
jairy farms at Falfurrias, and feeding a herd of 
1600 registered Jersey cows on a mixture of 
prickly pear, hulls, rice bran and pressed cotton- 
seed meal. Using pear as a roughage at a cost of 
ly, cents a day, and the’ more condensed food at 
a cost of 15 cents a day, the cost of wintering 
dairy cattle was not more than 16% cents a day 
per cow. One man cares for 20 cows, and the 
men are paid $25 a month and board themselves. 

This herd was only recently installed on the 
farms, and while they wére not up to their full, 
milking capacity, individuals gave as high as 
48 pounds of milk a day, equal to about 6 gallons, 
on a prickly pear diet. The percentage of but- 
terfat in this milk runs from 5 to 6 per cent. This 


“butterfat is sold under contract to an adjacent 


creamery at 30 cenis a pound. The contract is 
that the dairy shall keep 600 cows in milk, which 
will be deyeloped soon to 1000 cows, all regis- 
tered Jerseys. 

There is one thing about the prickly pear—it 
never gets too dry to retard its development. 
and as a result drouths no longer concern the 
range stock raiser or the dairyman. The discov- 
ery of the prickly pear as a ration for cattle has 
entirely changed the cattle business in that see 
tion. There ia always plenty of pear no matter 
what the weather. But while the pear requires 
water, it can do without it for a long time. The 
prickly pear is the camel among plants. 

While the prickly pear is a native to Mexico and 
lower Texas. it can be cultivated to good advantage.

.contains an inordinaté 
amount of water and suc- 
culence in its fibers. In 
the old days of teaming 
with oxen across Texas 
long periods of drouth 
were encountered, and 
the Mexican drivers 
never feared to go into 
the desert where there 
was prickly pear to be 
found. Oxen have been 
known to travel 76 miles 
with a heavy load on a 
ration of pear and not 
have a drink of water on 
the whole route. TTeam- 
sters have stated that 
during the winter their 
oxen drink only about 
once each week, but that 
they need water only 
about two or three times 
a fweek in summer 
while feeding on prickly 
pear. 

The dairy farmers in 
Southwest Texas tried all 
the various sorts of spine” 
less cactus from Aus- 
tralia, Malta and North- 
ern Africa, but found 
that it did not give as 
good results as the old 
prickly pear that grew 
in abundance on their 
ranges and in their pas- 
tures. In growing prick- 
ly pear it is possible to 
regulate the anfount of stuff consumed by the 
animals without having to carry it to them. 

The method of preparing the prickly pear for 
the cattle is by singeing off the spines which 
grow on the distals, or large fleshy leaves of the 
plant. In Southwest Texas this is done by means 
of a gasoline torch. The process consists of pass- 
ing a hot-blast flame over the surface of the 
plant as it stands in the field. 

The spines themselves are very dry and inflam- 
mable. In many species one-half or two-thirds of 
them will burn off by touching a match to them 
at the lower part of the trumk. A large number 
of species is very often an advantage when singe- 
ing is to be practiced, because the spines burn 
better when there are a great many of them. 

The singeing tool is only a modified plumber’s 
torch. The tank containing the gasoline is car- 
ied on the back of the operator, and the gas 
created near the nozzle. Great care has to be 
exercised in operating it, and several men have 
lost their lives through careless handling. 

One man can feed several times the number in 
this manner than would be possible if the feed 
had to be carried to them. A sufficient amount 
of the pear is burned daily, and the cattle fol- 
low the burner and feed greedily. Cattle, sheep 
and goats soon hecome accustomed to eating the 
pear, and at the sound of the machine or sight 
of the smoke in the field they will flock to the 
scene.
